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N official type classification program for pure bred Aber- 


A deen-Angus cattle has been in operation in New York for the 


t year. During this first year approximately 600 individual 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in nineteen herds have been 
classified. New York is believed to be the first to inaugurate an 
official beef cattle type classification program. 

This type classification program is sponsored and conducted by 
the Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. It is 
based upon experiences obtained in the Cornell University beef 
cattle herds in which unofficial type classification was started in 
1944. Since this time, the Cornell herds have been classified 
several times by different men and the soundness of the program 
has been well established. The detailed plans for the herd classi- 
fication program as adopted by the Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus 
Association were made by a committee composed of Myron Fuerst, 
D. L. Volker, M. D. Lacy and the writer. 

The basic purpose of the herd classification program is to aid 
breeders in producing better cattle. It provides the services of an 
unbiased, competent judge of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to give an 
official type rating on all eligible breeding cattle in the herd. Two 
permanent records are made of the type classification, one for the 
herd owner and one for the office of the classification supervisor. 
It is expected that these records will be highly valuable to the herd 
owner in more accurately appraising his herd, in determining the 
production of individual animals, of cow families, and of herd bulls; 
and as time passes to measure the progress of the herd. 

This program is available to the breeder only upon request to 
the supervisor. After a request has been received, official forms 
are sent the breeder and an official inspector or classifier is 
designated by the supervisor to do the classification. The Associa- 
tion considers itself very fortunate to have such men as Dale

; To be eligible for classification, females must have produced a 


Fletcher and John Lathrop as classifiers. The writer is serving as 
supervisor 

A small fee is charged the herd owner based upon the number 
of animals classified as the Association believed that the program 
should support itself. The herd owner agrees to assemble his herd 
in such a fashion that the work may be done efficiently but no 
animals are to be shown at the halter. All animals are to be in 
working condition with no special fitting. 


calf. Herd bulls are eligible after sixteen months of age. All 
eligible animals must be offered for classification. There are cer- 
tain arguments in favor of having younger cattle eligible for 
classification. However, it was agreed not to include younger 
cattle, at least until further experience and information on its 
feasibility were available. To obtain some information on this 
question, all young cattle past weaning age in the Cornell herd are 
being classified unofficially at the time of official herd 
classification. 

The herd owner provides the classifier with a properly filled 
out form sheet giving for each eligible animal the chain or tattoo 
number; registration number, age, and month of last calving. 


Names of animals are omitted purposely and the herd owner is 
hot permitted to give additional information on animals. In 
classifying a particular animal, no consideration is given to pedi- 
gree, family, or past production.

point scores are as follows: general beef type, 35 points; head and 
neck, 12 points; body, 32 points; hindquarters, 15 points; and legs, 
6 points. An overall type classification for the animal is then 
given, which is of course based on a weighted average of the above 


points. The animals and the major points are assigned one of the 
following six classifications: Excellent (E), Very Good (VG), Good 
Plus (G+), Good (G), Fair (F), and Poor (P). 


To illustrate, the classification rating on a cow might be as 
follows: general type, G+; head and neck, VG; body, G+; hind- 
quarters, G; legs, G+; and the overall type classification, G+ . 
Such a classification would indicate that compared with an ideal, 
the cow is slightly above average in general beef type, bouy. legs, 
and overall type; is superior in head and neck; but is somev-hat 
inferior in hindquarters. This information is of immediate interest 
to the herd owner and is available in years to come when the ani- 
mal may be out of the herd and her characteristics forgotten. 

A study by the herd owner of the type classification for the 
complete herd will show clearly and easily the strong and weak 
points that may run through the herd. Classifications should be 
assembled for offspring by sires, cow family groups, and individual 
= to determine how well factors of type have been trans- 
mitted. 

An obvious point which has arisen is the correlation between 
the type classification rating and the kind of offspring the cattle 
have produced. Our experience to date has indicated a high degree 
of correlation with the better producing cattle in the herds gener- 
ally receiving the higher type classifications. There have been 
exceptions in which cows with lower classifications have been pro- 
ducers of offspring superior to themselves and to that of other 
cows classifying higher. This is to be expected. The actual value 
of a brood cow obviously is more reliably determined by the type 
classification of her offspring than by her own classification. For 
this reason a heifer out of a good transmitting cow from a top 
cow family and sired by a bull producing uniformily superior 
calves should be a better choice for herd addition than a he'fer of 
approximately equal individual excellence but out of an inferior 
transmitting cow famly and sire group. 

We believe the Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus Association is 
rendering a real service to the breeders by offering them this 
service as an aid toward constructive breeding programs. The 
breeders who have had their cattle classified are making good use 
of the information and. the program will be of considerably greater 
value as the years pass and several generations of classified cattie 
are represented in the herds. Type classification on a National 
basis has been in operation in the dairy breeds for many years 
with noteworthy success and there should be even more justifica- 
tion for type classification for beef cattle. 

Following are some of the details of the plan, taken from the 
official announcement of the organization: 

A. Authorization

B. Eligibility 

1. Registered animals in New York State owned by members 
of the Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association.

supremacy at the Feed Lot World 
Series Steer Show at Monticello, lowa, was 
at an end. But when the three packer 
buyers .turned in their tabs the champion, 
and the winner of the $1,000.00 bill, was a 
Blocky Black entered by those feed lot 
masters, Ferd and George Schmidt, of Del- 
mar, Iowa. 

The Schmidt victory marked the fifth 
straight Aberdeen-Angus triumph at the 
famous Monticelio big steer contest. It also 
marked the second time that the Clinton 
county, Iowa, breeders and feeders have 
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won at Monticello. Their first victory was 
at the initial show, back in 1944, 

The steer which almost ended the Black 
monopoly at Monticello was a whiteface, 
shown by young Sonny Warnock, of Fort 
Stockton, Texas.

A majority of the men in the top ten are 
veteran market toppers at Chicago and 
elsewhere—Schmidt Brothers, Mommsen, 
Jargo, Kurt and Witwer & Ross are names 
well known in prime cattle circles. Some 
other well known feeders were on hand too, 
with superb steers—Tilden Burg, Sciota, 
Illinois; Karl Hoffman, Ida Grove, Iowa; 
Lin-Lo Farms, Van Wert, Ohio; Dwight 
Smoker, Wanatah, Indiana; Henry Tobiason, 
Monticello, lowa—and many others. But 
the Monticello show has developed into the 
greatest thing of its kind in commercial 
beef production circles and it takes more 
than a great steer to get in the money. 

The three judges working the show were 
experienced packer buyers who made their 
placings strictly on the basis of what they 
would give for prime beef on the hoof. The 
men, G. W. Burton, of Austin, Minnesota; 
Carl Weil, of Dubuque, Iowa, and Ernest 
Bruckner, of Sioux City, Iowa, did an admir- 
able job. And when they got through they 
not only had high dressing, smoothly finish- 
ed steers in the top pen but they also had 
steers showing a lot of breed character 
about them. They proved in their selections 
that good breeding goes hand in hand with 
top finished cattle. Also, the cattle that 
Went into the top pen were not the largest 
steers entered, but top quality, beautifully 
—— beeves in the 1350 to 1450 pound 
class. 


If nothing else ever kills the old saying 
that “Angus are too small” the Monticello 
show should help. For five straight years 
it has been proven that Aberdeen-Angus 
is the breed which can be finished at any 
weight and stay smooth and acceptable to 
backer buyers. None of the top Doddies 
could be classed as “big” cattle. Yet the 
weight was there, and, better yet, that 
aang and dressing percentage. Incidental- 
y in the next to the final cut of the twenty- 
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six steers in the top pen eighteen were 
Aberdeen-Angus, seven were Hereford, and 
there was one lone representative of the 
“weight for age” breed. This boy, a gobby, 
rough individual when compared with most 
of the other steers, was soon sent down the 
cut-out alley. Also sent back with the cut- 
outs were two carrying the TO brand, well 
known to car lot show followers. 


The steers in the pens were first gone 
over to eliminate the obvious lower end of 
the entries. Then they were gone over a 
second time to select the top end of the 
show. This was the pen with the twenty- 
six head previously mentioned. Then the 
packer judges again worked from the bot- 
tom up to take out the lower sixteen head 
from the top pen. When this was done it 
was the job of picking those left in numeri- 
cal order. 

A display of finished beef which must be 
seen to be appreciated the Monticello con- 
test, held the last day of the Great Jones 
County Fair is unique in many ways—in- 
cluding the size of the prize money—from 


$1,000.00 for first, $750.00 for second, and 
down to $100.00 for tenth. It is a show 
where the steers go strictly on their own 
merits with no trained knee to hold them 
up or no fingers to pinch down a high loin. 
They are shown without halters and are on 
their own after they are unloaded. 

One of the contestants getting a real kick 
out of the show was Donald Stoten, young 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder, of Carthage, 
Indiana. His Doddie entry finished in the 
$150.60 eighth money class. “I showed him 
last year in club work and kept him over for 
Monticello. I didn’t expect to get in the 
money, after seeing the competition, and. 
the kind. of cattle they brought in. But it 
was a real experience to see this many good 
cattle.” 

So much for 1948. It goes without say- 
ing that the Whiteface competion would 
give most anything to have a steer in that 
G-note class. Likely they will get the job 
done, one of these years. But it will take 
a great steer to do it.

The rules, for nominating bulls and cows 
are the same as those for the 1948 showing. 
The dead line for these nominations is Octo- 
ber 15, 1948. All necessary information and 
blanks can be secured from the secretary, 
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Box 298, Danville, Kentucky. 

The first payment on calves will be due 
January 1, 1949. The second and final pay- 
ment. will be due May 1, 1949. 

One payment only of $20.00 per animal is 
due and payable on or before October 15, 
1948, on all animals to be shown in the jun- 
ior and senior yearling divisions. These 
animals must have been nominated and all 
eligibility fees paid on them in the 1948 
Futurity. (No animal that was ineligible 


for the 1948 showing can be made eligible 
for the 1949 showing in the senior and. jun- 
ior yearling divisions). In other words, the 
Futurity has now been extended to include 
senior yearlings calved after July 1, 1947, 
and prior to January 1, 1948, and junior 
yearlings calved after January 1, 1948, and 
prior to May 1, 1948, which were kept eligi- 
ble for the 1948 showing. 

All eligibility payments are the same as 
in 1948, with the exception of required 
charges for above-mentioned yearlings. 

One other change has been made and that 
is the elimination of the requirement that 
the permission of the owner of a bull be 
required before a non-owner can nominate 
cows bred to that bull.

cattle or Aberdeen-Angus it’s the sire 

that counts. Roy Oliver, veteran man- 
ager of the Ira Wilson & Sons farm at 
Fowlerville, Michigan, has had experience 
with all three in the years he has been with 
the Wilson organization. And while he is 
the last man to depreciate the need for good 
females to mate with good sires he points 
out that the influence of the sire is so much 
greater that progress can not be made un- 
less the sire is outstanding. 

While he claims his knowledge of Aber- 
deen-Angus is of more recent origin the 
Michigan man, in spite of his modesty, 
seems to be making progress. <A_ trip 
through the pastures at Wil-Son-Co reveal 
as many thick, low-set, breedy looking cows 
as one will see in a long time. Trailing 
them are smart-headed, blocky calves that 
tell the story of the combination of top 
breeding bulls mated to good females. 

For it is on this Michigan farm that two 
of the good breeding bulls of the Doddie 
world are in service—Queen’s Grenadier 
G. R. and Blackbird Bardolier G. R. That 
they are breeding bulls is also indicated by 
the fact that after their purchase by 
Charles Wilson, of Detroit, owner of Wil- 
Son-Co, a half interest in each bull was 
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purchased by Dr. J. J. Hendren of nearby 
Grand River Stock Farm. 

The Wilson herd is of comparatively re- 
cent origin, having been started about six 
years ago on a modest basis as to numbers, 
but with some real brood cow material. 
Formerly the Aberdeen-Angus were but a 
minor part of the Wil-Son-Co operations for 
a large certified dairy was operated on the 
farm and the breeding of draft horses had 
also been a major operation. 

The draft horses are gone, the victims 
of agricultural and city mechanization. Also 
departed is the dairy herd, a victim of high 
labor turnover and high costs in an area of 
intense competition for manpower. Today 
the Doddie herd of 150 head is the sole 
enterprise on this fertile 600 acre farm. 

With the Wilson organization thirty 
years, first in the dairy firm’s headquarters 
in Detroit, and later operating their dairy 
and horse farm, Roy Oliver has had some 
varied experience. His first job with the 
Wilsons was keeping their milk wagons and 
trucks rolling. Then he got into the con- 
struction field as the firm expanded. When 
he came to the farm his first job was 
getting some buildings up. One gets the 


impression that this is all ancient history 
now. The cattle and the inva aa 
the top spot today. 

Among the females in the foundation 
herd were seven Bandolier bred cows, five of 
them daughters of Bandolier of Anoka plug 
twenty-two females from Kentucky, largely 
of Quisenberry breeding.

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What makes a Champion Steer? 


HE name of Walter Biggar is well 

I known to beef cattle men of the 

United States. He has tied the 
championship ribbons at many International 
shows in Chicago. The famous Scot knows 
a good one when he 
sees it, and his de- 
cisions have _ been 
very popular. 

Mr. Biggar judg- 
ed at the recent 
Sydney Royal Show 
in Australia. And 
what he has to say 
about the qualities 
making up a cham- 
pionship steer are 
worth _ repeating 
here. So, via Queens- 
land Country Life” 
we quote: 


“A champion steer is 
a dual animal—it must 
yield a maximum of 
the finest cuts that 
the consumer demands, 
and at the same time 
it must be an efficient 
beef-producing ma- 
chine, retaining the substance, vigor, and 
capacity to consume feedstuffs profitably. The 
qualities that make a thick carcass, rich in red 
meat, and tender with marbled fat, can readily 
be recognized in the live animals.” 


“The good beef steer should stand square- 
ly on his legs, says Mr. Biggar. His bone 
should be strong and capable of supporting. 
his body weight at all times. Furthermore, 
he should be able to walk easily. The 
natural food of the beef animal is grass, 
and to get it he must walk about, grazing. 
If his under-pinning is light and delicate, 
he cannot lead a natural existence. If it is 
sturdy, he can carry the load of beef which 
we want him to develop. 

“With allowance for slight differences 
due to the special characteristics of the var- 
ious beef breeds, his face should be short 
from the forehead to the nose, and wide 
between the eye orbits. His expression 


should be bright and alert, for the dull- 
eyed, heavy lidded bullock never takes an 
interest in the task of beef-making. The 
muzzle must be wide and open. 

“The line of his back should be straight, 
with the ribs springing broadly from it, and 
the loins, hips and rump should be level 
and smooth. Every evidence should exist. 
that the thickness of his back is real muscle 
which can cut out big slices of red meat for 
steak or roast. 

“His body should be deep—capacious, but 
not bulging—and the underline should be 
parallel with the topline. From the rear the 
muscles of his thighs should be broad from 
side to side, extend well down toward the 
hock, and should be well enough covered 
with fat in the lower thighs and in the twist 
to give proper finish when the carcass is 
hanging. An even covering of fat all over 
the carcass prevents drying and weight 
shrinkage, while the meat is handled in the 
wholesale and retail trade. It also protects 
the quality and flavor. 

“Desirable steers should have a_ thick 
coat of hair, reasonably long, soft and 
glossy, denoting excellent health. When the 
hair is short and dry, something is always 
wrong. The animal should never be hide- 
bound. The skin should fit the frame loose- 
ly, like a comfortable overcoat. This indi- 
cates that the circulation is adequate, and 
that the tissues all through the animal’s 
body are properly nourished. 

Finally, a bullock to be grand champion, 
must be one with enough stamina not only 
to look best on the day he is exhibited and 
judged, but still to look best when the show 
is over. 

Many steers can win on show day that 
are very acceptable to the packer, who has 
to look at the animal through the eyes of 
the consumer, but at the same time they 
may be too refined for a‘profitable per- 
formance for the producer. The great task 
is to combine in one animal the qualifica- 
tions that are most acceptable to both 
interests.”

Second on the program was Harry Gar- 
lock, of the St. Joe Stock Yards, who gave 
a very interesting talk on “Quality in Beef 
Cattle When They Come to Market.” He 
stressed the point that he believed it advis- 
able and profitable to finish cattle a little 
better before sending them to market, that 
is as a rule. 

Next on the program was Phil Ljungdahl, 
of Manhattan, Kansas, with the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, who 
spoke on the subject of Advertising and 
Selling Aberdeen-Angus Cattle. He advised 
every Aberdeen-Angus Breeder to talk 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle every time he got 
a chance regardless of who he is talking to 
and pointed out that many new Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders had been started by merely 
hearing a conversation between two other 
breeders.

going to pure bred live stock sales at 

an early age. During the intervening 
years I have attended a great many of 
them. I have seen the world’s best. known 
auctioneers in action in Great Britain, 
Canada and in the Argentine as well as in 
our own country. I have been present when 
record prices have been made at both Perth 
and Palermo and I have seen and admired 
the genius and resourcefulness of many of 
our American breeders in the conduct of 
their individual sales. 

Of all the sales I have attended some 
stand out above others in my memory and 
it is principally of these that I shal] write. 
But first let us consider the origin, the 
purpose and some of the principals of live 
stock sales. To the best of my knowledge, 
pure bred sales were inaugurated in the 
British Isles shortly after the beginning of 
live stock improvement and from then until 
this day they have provided the means for 
distributing more pure bred animals than 
have been sold by any other method. They 
are used by large and small breeders alike 
as a means of disposing of their surplus 
stock and for the dispersion of herds when 
that is found to be desirable or necessary. 

Public auction sales may be and are used 
to advantage by the individual breeder, by 
the cooperative effort of groups of breeders 
and by association consignment sales. 

Many attend sales with no thought of 
buying and they are always welcome. They 
heip to swell the attendance and some times 
they turn out to be buyers before the sale 
is over or they may become interested, as 
a result of the sale, in buying at private 
treaty later. It has always been our prac- 
tice to extend the same welcome to every- 
one who comes to our sale. 

There is a code of ethics which should be 
strictly observed by all who attend sales. 
The violation of any part of which may in- 
jure the holder of a sale who has gone to 
a great deal of expense and who has con- 
cientiously put forth every effort possible 
to make the sale a creditable one. 

Some of the things which are strictly out 
of order by sale visitors are (1) running 
down the animals to or within the hearing 
of prospective buyers. (2) Attempts to sell 


\ S stated in a previous article, I started 


‘ one’s own cattle to prospective buyers who 


have come to the sale as a result of adver- 
tising for whici the seller must pay. (3) Do 
not become a seif appointed advisor to 
others against the purchase of animals 
offered. (4) When an animal sells for a 
high price, do not hint that the sale of this 
animal was a phony deal. (5) Alter par- 
taking of the seller’s hospitality, do not 
go away from the sale and prociaim that 
tne animals so.d were a bad lot. (6) if you 
see fit to comply with the request of an in- 
experienced buyer tor advice in making 
selections, do so conscientiousiy but in the 
strictest confidence to the buyer concerned. 
(7) If you can not be a booster at an auc- 
tion saie, keep your adverse opinions to 
yourselt. 

My observations have convinced me that 
these rules are violated more often than 
one would think. However, a vast major- 
ity of breeders are honorable and conduct 
themselves at auction sales in keeping with 
the Golden Rule. 

All sorts of things can happen to hurt a 
sale even after it is underway. Indelibly 


impressed upon my mind is an occurance 
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Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


which took place during my first sale in 
1914, 

The sale was being held in a tent on our 
Iowa farm, as has aiways been our custom. 
The tent was packed and the two then 
famous auctioneers, Carey Jones and Fred 
Reppert, had the bidding going at a fast 
and satisfactory clip when almost without 
warning a terrific Mid-West summer storm 
broke loose. The rain came down in tor- 
rents, thunder roared through the _ skies 
and the wind approached tornado dimen- 
sions, with the result that the tent began 
to show unmistakable signs of collapsing. 
The crowd, more or less panic stricken, 
rushed from the tent and many took hold 
of the guy ropes and helped to hold it down, 
the only thing that did keep it from com- 
plete collapse. 

At the time the storm broke, the young 
show calf, Idolmere, was in the ring, the 
bidding having just gotten under way on 
him, when the spectators started to rush 
from the tent. As a result the bull was 
knocked off at three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, as nearly as I can recall. I don’t sup- 
pose that the potential qualities of this bull 
were fully realized at the time but at any 
rate he was good enough as a calf to have 
brought considerably more money that day 
had it not been for the storm. The fact is 
that he went on to win the International 
grand championship in his mature form and 
to command an offer of fifty thousand dol- 
lars. This was at the International of 1919. 
This offer was refused by his owner and on 
the way home from Chicago that year this 
great bull met his death in a railroad acci- 
dent along with other members of the show 
herd of which he was the star. 

I can recall other instances when bad 
storms, during the progress of the sale, 
have had a dampening influence. A very 
recent one comes to my mind. It occurred 
during the sale of Col. Roy Johnston at his 
farm at Belton, Missouri last March. 

Col. Johnston’s sale was held in a sale 
pavilion with a metal roof and from the 
very beginning both rain and hail came 
down with such force as to make a deafen- 
ing roar on this roof. The loud speaker, 
however, enabled the auctioneer to ma‘xe 
himself heard above the tin. But unfort- 
unately, in about the middle of the sale the 
storm disabled the power line and both the 
loud speaker and the lights went out of 
commission. It being a dark day and the 
sale pavilion not too well supplied with 
windows, it became so black one could 
hardly see the cattle. And worse yet, the 
auctioneer could be heard scarcely at all. 
Finally, Col. Johnston himself took the 
block and with his clear and powerful voice 
was able to talk above the noise of the 
storm on the roof. He told me after the 
sale was over, however, that he never had 
been so near complete exhaustion. 

I do not know how much the storm af- 
fected the average of Col. Johnston’s sale 
but I know that it hurt considerably, as I 
know the storm which came during the first 
sale I held hurt. These two instances serve 
to confirm the statement made by me in a 


previous article that there 
element of chance in the cond 
sales.

Argentine herds. 

Both the Perth and Palermo sales are 
conducted under different methods than 
those used by the United States and 
Canada. In fact, the Palermo sale is pat- 
terned after the Perth sale just as most of 
the Aberdeen-Angus seed stock for Argen- 
tina came from the British Isles. The main 
difference is that at both Perth and 
Palermo the animals are sold much more 
rapidly and that talking during the sale is 
confined almost entirely to the auctioneer, 

Very little is said during the progress of 
the sale about the individual merits of the 
animals or their breeding. It is taken 
pretty much for granted that those who are 
there to buy are experts and do not have to 
be told about the breeding and individuality 
of the various animals and this is quite true 
because most of the buyers are experienced 
breeders. At Perth they come from all over 
the British Isles and the Dominions and 
many foreign countries, principally Argen- 
tina, the United States and Canada. And 
at Palermo the bidders are largely exper- 
ienced breeders of the Argentine, Uraguay 
and Brazil.

MOT ee there's no support floor under beef, cattlemen 
aren't directly concerned in the support picture, but 
they're sure to be involved in the controversy. The main 
reason Will be continued high prices for meat at retail 
“—_ attacking the support program won’t make 
fine distinctions about what’s supported and what isn’t. 

Cold statistics offer little help to those who defend 
the support program. That is, statistics on food prices, 
particularly meats. The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
points out that food prices are up 120 per cent over pre- 
war; the over-all cost of living index has gone up only 
75 per cent. ; 

But statistics can be misleading; if used loosely. The 
fact is that price supports are not an important factor in 
present high prices. Seldom have market prices, until 
recently, dropped below the support levels. 

In the next year USDA’s Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion will do a lot of buying and loaning, as guarantees for 
reasonable domestic prices and for export, but actual 
losses Will be comparatively small. The CCC will do about 
$114 billion worth of business. Total losses will be per- 
haps $150 million, mostly due to be spent supporting 
potatoes which the government resells at a big sacrifice.

Live stock men are encouraged by the apparent prog- 
ress being made against the foot-and-mouth disease in 
Mexico. Things have gone fairly well South of the Bord- 
er since the switch-over a few months ago from a kill- 
and-bury program to limited slaughter and vaccination. 

Quarantine lines are reported holding, with the near- 
est point of infection about 300 miles from the southern- 
most U. S. border. The disease is seemingly being wiped 
out in some areas. A three-step strategy is now followed: 

(1) Investigation and quarantine. 

(2) Continued slaughter of herds containing infect- 
ed animals. 

(3) Vaccination of all animals in disease-free herds. 
_ _ Big bottleneck at present is in vaccines. Field forces 
in Mexico are being delayed by vaccine shortages. But 
officials hope that by the New Year supplies can be in- 
creased from the present 70,000 doses monthly to 600,000, 
two-thirds of which would be produced in Mexico. 

Some vaccine has been produced in Mexico, but not as 
much as hoped for, and none of it has been used. The 
reason is that tests of its effectiveness are not yet com- 
pleted. All vaccines used to date have come from Argen- 
tina or Europe. 

Meanwhile, four committees of Congress are making 
Plans to investigate the foot-and-mouth situation this fall.

_Anew Agriculture Department research project aims 
at improvement of meat preservation by painstaking 
study of all curing and freezing methods now in use. 

_ The research scientists emphasize that modern freez- 
Ing Is a comparatively new science. They admit that they 
know little about it. 
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In charge of the work is the Department’s Bureau of 
Animal Industry. Among new equipment to be used is 
refrigeration units which drop the temperature as low as 


100 degrees below zero.

Live stock prices are due to hold up until late 1949, 
and perhaps into 1950, as Washington sees the picture 
now. 
Most other producers, in the meantime, will be 
squeezed hard between falling commodity prices and in- 
creasing production costs. 

The all-crops farm average price, according to most 
recent figures, is already below parity. Grains are way 
down, giving live stock men comparatively good profit 
margins. Holding up the parity average are beef cattle 
at 190 per cent of parity, hogs at 150 per cent, veal calves 
at about 160, lambs at approximately 180, and milk at 
about 130 per cent. 

Industrial goods and services appear headed toward 
even higher altitudes. Farm machinery is expected to in- 
crease in price, along with automobiles and trucks, fenc- 
ing, building materials, and fertilizers. 

It will cost farmers perhaps $114 billion more to grow 
and market this year’s production than last. Economists 
figure that net income this year will drop 5 to 10 per 
cent below the ’47 record.

Farmers looking for displaced persons from Europe 
to help out on the place shouldn’t be too optimistic. 

In the next year only some 40,000 DP’s are expected 
to come into the U. S. under the Displaced Persons Act 
recently passed by Congress. Of this number not more 
than 15,000 would go to farms, and many of these would 
be women and children. 

Under terms of the act, 205,000 DP’s may come in 
between now and July 1, 1950. 


Prospects for bigger and cheaper feed supplies are 
having little apparent effect on marketing of meat ani- 


mals. 

Federally inspected slaughter, according to the gov- 
ernment’s latest figures, has been running about 10 per 
cent under last year. ... which follows the trend of recent 


months. 

Officials believe, however, that the improved feed 
outlook will mean less than the usual increases in market- 
ing during early fall. They figure that cattlemen will 
hold back for later marketings at greater weights. 


Farm credit leaders, and representatives of the farm organiza- 
tions, think that farm land prices will level off by late fall. They 
believe the turn-down will come sometime in 1949. 

The national average of farm real estate prices reached a new 
record two per cent above the 1920 peak in July, but the rate of 
increase had slowed down to about half that of the past six years. 

USDA reports the trend of prices in the first half of this year 
was still upward in thirty-five states. 

“Curbing influences” were noted in lower farm commodity 
prices.

The embargo on Canadian exports to the U. S. of slaughter, 


feeder, and stocker cattle has been lifted as predicted. 
Officials say about 100,000 will come in during the rest of 


1948, not enough to effect U. S. markets. 
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Something About Herd Bulls 


What, when, and how, to buy is some- 
what of a perplexing question. Col. George 
Bellows, dean of auctioneers a few years 
back frequently remarked that “it was 
time to buy a new 
herd bull when one 
found a bull that 
was better than the 
old bull at home.” 
Literally this state- 
ment is quite true. 
However it should 
be carried out with 
due caution and 
sound judgment on 
the part of the pur- 


chaser. First the 
new bull should be 
of the right type 


and he should come 
from a line of good 
bulls and good cows, 
the longer the line 
of substantially cor- 
rect individuals back of him the more one 
can depend upon his progeny being in line 
with the constant improvement program 
that has been carried on down through his 
lineage. 

Here is where the pedigree comes in for 
full consideration. If the bull you have 
selected is a promising improver in your 
herd then check his ancestry through an 
extended tabulation. The bulls in that 
tabulation should be bulls with acceptable 
records as producers of the right kind, and 
the cows likewise should have a similar 
record. Prepotency in a bull is vitally 
essential to the success of any herd. A 
bull who proves to be a good sure breeder 
and produces calves of the right kind should 
remain in service in that battery of cows, 
regardless of the number of daughters re- 
tained, until his successor has_ been 
thoroughly tried on his daughters. Fre- 
quently the new bull does not nick with 
your females, so he should be used rather 
sparingly until he has proved his worth to 
you as an improver in your herd. 


A straight outcross bull creates a hazard 
that should not be risked except sparingly. 
To mate with such a bull a few head, includ- 
ing the various types within the cow herd, 
should be selected in order to ascertain gen- 
eral results before trying the new bull on 
as many cows as he can take care of in a 


season. 


In addition to a smart head, well placed 
on a short neck that sets neatly into a pair 
of smooth shoulders, the former adorned 
with a pair of well placed ears, a pair of 
bright, keen eyes, set well apart, a broad 
muzzle, and short nose, there should be 
more than something behind the shoulders, 
and it should not be carried too high in the 
air. The top line should be smooth, broad, 
carried evenly in width from the crops back 
over the pins and tail head. This tail head 
should be level with the top line, and not 
patchy, it should be broad and the whole 
top deeply covered with red meat—and a 
good rib spring and full heart are most 
important. 

While the quarters should be full, and 
deep, they should not be too bulged—plenty 
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of length from pins to hooks and a deep, 
full flank, with a twist that drops down to 
approximately the lower body line is ideal. 


As in a good horse, legs and feet are 
more than important, for—‘‘no feet, no legs, 
no bull’. The legs should be short and stout 
and set well under the four corners. While 
we demand a good straight. hind leg, we do 
not mean that it should be so straight as 
to be weak when the weight of the bull is 
put upon them. A weak hind leg does not 
insure a long period of activity as a breeder. 


Disposition counts for much! A mean bull 
is a liability, so why keep one around and 
take the chance of having serious trouble? 


A wide muzzle, a thin hide, soft skin in 
the twist indicates a good doer—and these 
are important factors in the selection of a 
top herd bull. 


The new bull should have “correct 
posture”, that is, carry himself well on legs 
and feet that do not. disturb the grass in 
the next lot when they travel. A straight 
keen, alert stride more often than not goes 
with a bull that will carry on over a longer 
period of years. 


) 
ON THE RIGHT ROAD 

Another major show reverts to age rather 
than weight classifications for fat bullocks. 
This time it is Ft. Worth, that makes the 
change, but only for open class steers in 
1949. The management however clings to 
the weight system for the junior exhibition. 
It’s wrong gentlemen, just as wrong as can 
be. This department is supposed to operate 
as an educational unit in connection with 
better farming and cattle breeding prac- 
tices. Just how the youngsters are going to 
determine what to do to produce more and 
better beef in the shortest period of time 
under this weight system is a bit more than 
we can understand. 

It goes without saying that a tidy, neatly 
made, well fleshed older bullock of the pony 
classification can run away with the money 
when lined up against. a younger bullock of 
the same weight. But, which is the more 
profitable type to grow? Feed costs money 
these days, and an extra three or six 
months time will eat well into the profits 
to be derived from the operation. , 

Get ’em all back to ages—then the tests 
will be on an equal footing.

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NEW BEEF CATTLE TEST 
STATION PLANNED 


Plans for converting the faciliti 
Agriculture Remount Service comaen 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 3 
Front Royal, Virginia, into a station fo 
beef cattle research are announced by Agri- 
culture officials in Washington. At the same 
time it is announced that the horse breed. 
ing program at Front Royal will be discon. 
tinued. The Department of Agriculture x. 
quired the property, consisting of 4,10 
acres of land together with buildings and 
improvements, July 1, 1948, by transfer 
from the Department of the Army. The land 
is well adapted to beef cattle raising and is 
representative of a considerable area in Vir. 
ginia, West Virginia, and other parts of the 
Appalachian Region. 

Department officials add that the beef 
cattle research to be undertaken at Front 
Royal will be conducted by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry in cooperation with the 
Virginia Agricultural Experiment Station, 
The research will include investigations on 
pasture utilization and studies on beef cat- 
tle management. The change in type of 
work is occasioned largely by financial con- 
siderations. The funds available for the re 
mount service can be used to better advan- 
tage, the officials explain, if distributed | 
among fewer stations. The change-over, at 
Front Royal from horse breeding to beef 
cattle operations is expected to require sev- 
eral months and will be accompanied by cor- 
responding changes in some of the persol- 
nel and equipment. ;

Dr, Laughlin organized, and was head of, 
the Laughlin Hospital at Kirksville until] a 
few months before his death.

Fifteen of his sons and thirty-one 
of his daughters were offered in the disper- 
sion. The sire himself brought $14,250.00. 
And as you might suspect he went to the 
Ira Wilson herd which almost had him five 
years before. His fifteen sons in the Blake- 
ford sale averaged $2,550.00 and his thirty- 
one daughters averaged $1,713.00. All told 


fifty-one head by him in the two dispersions 
sold for a total of nearly $130,000.00, or an 
average of better than $2,500.00. 

“All of which gives you an idea of what 
a breeding bull is worth,” Roy Oliver will 
tell you.

The Curtiss Aberdeen-Angus herd is 
located near Marengo, Illinois, and now 
numbers 125 head. It was started originally 
in 1942 with the purchase in Iowa of the 
bull, Revolution Supreme, and a number of 
cows. Later purchases of females were 
made at the National sale in Chicago, and 
from Ames Plantation, Wildwood Farms in 
Michigan and from Cesor Farms. Close cul- 
ling has been the rule with the result that 
the cow herd is now one of unusual uni- 
formity. Bull calves have been sold largely 
as steers to 4-H youngsters in the farm’s 
annual fall sales at Cary.

herd for some time. Currently the Curtiss 
sires are Eileenmere 1016th, a son of the old 
champion, Eileenmere 85th; and a younger 
bull, the son of the Penney & James chief 
sire, Eileenmere 487th. 

In discussing the Aberdeen-Angus herd 
with Delbert Kingston he pointed out that 
the Blacks were not being relegated to a 
minor position but that the firm was “grow- 
ing into ihe business.” It has been the Cur- 
tiss policy in other breeds of live stock to 
start with a good foundation and increase 
numbers through production, rather than 
heavy purchases. This will be true with the 
Blacks. “Of course in a program of this 
kind a lot of the progress depends on the 
sires obtained. In Aberdeen-Angus Ii have 
had a lot to learn about breeding and blood 
lines, because I have been connected with 
dairy cattle all of my life. But we are well 
satisfied with the Aberdeen-Angus, and like 
them. And we intend to make progress.” 

Because of his interest in farm boys and 
girls Otto Schnering, head of the organiz- 
ation, has developed an unusual] plan of get- 
ting better stock into the hands of 4-H and 
F.F.A. youngsters, It is the sale of live 
stock held each fall—“for youngsters only.” 
Beef calves, dairy calves, gilts and lambs 
are offered, representing all ten breeds 
maintained on the various farms. If one of 
the purchases wins a first in a state show 
with more than ten head competing Mr. 
Schnering refunds half of the purchase 
price. Should a steer bought in the auction 
win an International grand championship 
he has a standing offer of $1,000.00. 

Aberdeen-Angus steers bred by Curtiss 
Candy Company have been making a good 
showing, in spite of the comparative new- 
ness of the herd. A steer purchased in the 


auction a year ago by Paul Stengel, of 
Kewaunee, Wisconsin, was grand champion 
in‘a Wisconsin show with 338 head com- 
peting. Curtiss Candy Farms, it will be re- 
membered, had the champion Aberdeen- 
Angus steer at the Illinois State. Fair in 
1947 and exhibited the reserve champion 
junior yearling steer of the 1947 Interna- 
tional. Herdsman Charlie Burke has some 
more good steers coming along, as well as 
a young show herd. 

The Field Day program opened with an 
inspection of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
brought from the Marengo farm, as well as 
the extensive dairy herd maintained at 
Cary. The sale barn, formerly used for in- 
door polo, provided an ideal lunch spot as 
it was cloudy outside, and rain threatened. 
The ice cream, coffee and soft drinks were 
supplied by the hosts. Following lunch the 
crowd gathered at the paddock west of the 
barns for the type demonstration, talks and 
other activities.

animals judged unfit for classification be- 
cause of sickness, or injury may not be 
classified. 

5. No female may receive the classifica- 
tion of excellent until she has weaned at 
least two calves. 

6. Animals once classified as excellent 
may not be submitted again for reclassifica- 
tion. All other eligible animals may be 
reclassified at the option of owner but not 
earlier than ten months from prior classi- 
fication. The inspector is to be given the 
last classification rating on each animal 
that is reclassified and he may raise or 
lower this classification one class according 
to his judgment, or leave it unchanged. 

C. Administration 

1. The Northeastern Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association has adopted an of- 
ficial scale of points to be used as the basis 
for classification and has selected the of- 
ficial inspectors. 

2. All requests for herd classification 
must be sent to one party who will be 
designated by the Association as Classifica- 
tion Supervisor. 

3. The supervisor will designate the in- 
spector which will make the classification 
for each herd owner. The inspector chosen 
must not have financial interest in herd to 
be classified nor shall he receive any money 
directly from owner. 


4. The fee for the herd classification 
must precede classification and be sent to 
the association supervisor. The herd owner 
must also submit the number of cattle to be 


offered for classification. Furthermore, the 
herd owner agrees to have filled out, prior 
to inspection, duplicate forms furnished him 
giving chain number, registration number, 
age, and time of last calving of each animal 
eligible for classification. After the classi- 
fication, one completed form is left with the 
herd owner and the other copy must be 
filed with the supervisor. 


After the inspector has been designated 
for a herd by the supervisor, both parties 
are notified and the inspector will contact 
herd owner and arrange a suitable time for 
the work. 

The herd owner agrees to assemble his 
herd in such a fashion that the classifica- 
tion may be done promptly and each animal 
is available for detailed study. (Not at the 
halter). 

He further agrees that classification rat- 
ings will not be used in advertising until 
the program is sufficiently advanced that 
such permission is given by the Association. 

5. Fees: First 25 animals or less—$1.50 
per head; minimum fee for herd—$15.00. 

Second 25 animals or portion thereof— 
$1.00 per head. 

For animals in excess of 50—50 cents per 
head. 

The officers felt that this program should 
support itself. Thg fees established are the 
lowest used among the dairy breeds and is 
believed to be the minimum that would 
allow a reasonable amount for expenses of 
the program.

Aberdeen-Angus cattle in North Central 
Ohio, Mr. Reading called together a group 
of .Aberdeen-Angus breeders last May to 
organize the Black Swamp Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association. Since that date 
the Black Swamp Association has doubled 
its membership and has adopted a_ con- 
structive promotional program. Mr. Read- 
ing feels that an active pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus Association along with his new- 
ly organized soil conservation program will 
lead the way to more efficient and profit- 
able farming in this section. 

I spent a day with Mr. Reading and 
Haven Amstead, president of the Black 
Swamp Association, in visiting Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in that section. With few 
exceptions, the Aberdeen-Angus breeders in 
North Central Ohio are just getting started. 
The average farm of that section consists 
of around 100 acres and the average Aber- 
deen-Angus herd consists of twelve head. 
However, the new and smaller herds do not 
affect the enthusiasm and cooperation 
among the breeders. Since their organiza- 
tion in May, they sponsored a field day at 
the Haven Amstead farm and have adopted 
a program designed to help 4-H and FFA 
clubs. The Association is now in the 
process of promoting an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle show of seventy-five head at 
the Sandusky County Fair. Also, they have 
outlined a long range program of sales to 
help stimulate the market for Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in their section. In talking with 
various Aberdeen-Angus breeders while on 
the tour they expressed confidence in 
County Agent Reading’s soil conservation— 
better live stock program. Also, they ex- 
pressed with enthusiasm their satisfaction 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle and the job 
the cattle are doing on the north central 
Ohio farms.—Bob Duprey.
